EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 6: line 1 : add - recording - after "computer readable". 

In claim 9: line 1 : add - recording - after "computer readable". 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: Fig. 9 is deleted. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 recites, "generating device generating determination data each time data 
corresponding to said recorded unit is recorded in the recording medium, said 
determination data is generated based on the management data and said generating 
device recording said determination data in the recording medium; and determining 
device comparing said determination data recorded in the recording medium to the 
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Art Unit: 2621 

management data recorded in the recording medium for the last recorded unit to 
determine a type of recording apparatus having recorded the last recorded unit, and 
switching said management unit according to the determined type of the recording 
apparatus," which are unique features not disclosed by prior art. 

Claims 2-4 and 7 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly 
from claim 1 above. 

Claims 5-6 are allowed for the same reason as discussed in claim 1 above. 

Claims 8-9 are allowed because they depend from respective base claims 5 and 
6 above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
